. . 'view to seciiring to Victoria " the com- 
merce of Cassiar, instead of iicruiitt in;^ 
it to drift into foreign channolH. 'i'iio 
immediate object of tho jjicsent ailiclo 
is to point out tlie nionnn l)y wliich a 
still more important oLject can be se- 
, cured. BriUsh. Columbia v.-as probably 
never more in need of consumcrf.than 
she is nt tbo prcsfiiit tiiiin. I'lspcciiilly 
is this true iu respect of that j)ort,ion 
lying lieyond the Cascades. There 
cattle and })roduce of every kind have 
been steadily accumulating upon the 
hands of tho farmers until thoy are at a 
losstoknow what to do with thom. Thoy 
aro willing to deliver wheat at the 
mills for one and a half cents per pound ; 
but find no buyers even at that low 
price. They would be glad^to get five 
cents per pound for their beef cattle, 

; .but there is no market. "\Vo question 

■ whether the Attorney-General was 
justified in asserting that thoy would 
be satisiied TTith three COT' ^« n iiouii'l 
Under these circumstances it would, 
indeed, be desirable to open up an 

• ' avenue throvigh which Cassiar could be 

supplied from the countrj' east of t!io 
Cascades. Could that be done, thri.'o 
objects, any one of which is sullicienlly 
important to demand earnest atten- 
tion, would be gained, viz. : a market 
would be providocl where our fiu-aiers 
could diapoao of their accumulated .stock; 
tlie trade of Cassiar would be secured to 
the country; tho miners of Cassiar would 
liavo n' steady and ftbundant supply of tho 
very best beef, niattnii* bncou.'flouv, &n. 
Can it be accoinpli.sbcd ? Yes, we be- 
liavo it can, and at iiii outlny eii.iipari!- 
. tively trifling. In lStj5-i!i> the AVestern 
^^XTuion Telegjaph Company cut a very 
Tgood trail from Quesnehnouth to a point 

• .abiJut BP,. miles beyond the Forks of 
Skeeha; and' we are assured that it could 
be cleared out and planed in good eon- 
dition for about one thoiiBimd dollnrs. 
Prom tliore to ])ouso Lake, a distaaco of 
about two hundred mile.-', v.e are fuhl by 

' -those whoso opinion h entitled to tho 
greatest consideration, a trail could l>e 
construoted for a very small outlay, say, 
$2,500. Thus would be secured a good 
trail connecting tho great prodncinK coun- 
try beyond tho Cascades with Cassiar, 
along' which e.KCoUotit feeding Kronnd 
abounds and over which l.)oef cattle could 
be driven jjrobably as cheaply a.s thoy 
could bo ijjaced at Victoria. Wo have 
Bftid three important objects would bo at- 
tained b}'the establislinient of such coni- 
munitatioii. Wlio can doubt that any one 
of thoso tlireo object.? wonlil justify tho 
amount of expenditure indicated ? Tliia 
is a subject tliiit deiiiands immediate nt- 
attontion andin-onipt action.
